Four million, 200,101 fish 
were planted this year..This 
is a decrease of more than 
two million from 1959.

By far the largest propor­ 
tion of the plantings this 
year were rainbows   2,751,- 
950. Brown trout formed 
the smallest total   144,720. 
Oover a half million Eastern 
Brook trout were planted by 
air and nearly 300,000 Ko- 
kanee and slightly over 
300,000 Goldens.

All-Pro end Del Shofner 
caught five passes for 119 
yards Sunday and regained his 
customary No. 1 position 
among Ram receivers with to­ 
tal yardage of 216 and 14 re­ 
ceptions. Close behind Shofnor 
is last week's yardage leader 
Clendon Thomas, who caught 
four Sunday 'for a total of 81 
to advance his season figures 
to 10 receptions and 186 yards.

Bill Wade out-passed and 
passed Buddy Humphrey in 
passing percentage by complet­ 
ing 10 to 18 against Dallas.

Sun tan oil and easy living took a back seat to rubbing 
linament and hard knocks for football players in this city 
this week as coaches at North, South and Torrance high 
schools beat the drums for the start of the 1960 fall work- 
outs. All told, about 150 prep griddcrs are reporting to 
two-a-day practice sessions and 
will continue to do so until 
classroom doors open up next 
Wednesday.

Surpriseingly, the biggest 
turnout of varsity prospects 
was reported at the city's old­ 
est   but smallest   institu­ 
tion, Torrance High, where 
Coach Irwin Kastcn received' 
53 players. However, only six 
are returning letter winners, 
and of these, only two are in 
the line, End Cliff Weimer and 
Center Tommy Holdsworth.

Kastcn seemingly has more 
quarterbacks than blocker*. 
what with letlcrmen Howard 
Taylor and Don Dobrick re­ 
turning to call the signals.

NORTH HIGH   anxiously 
waiting to play its first full
